Claim 1-1 1,17 and 19 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on February 6, 2009. 
Drawings 

Figures 8 and 9 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art-- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. Both figures as 
presented are originally found in Japanese Publication 11-274181 the only difference 
being that the numbering in the instant application 100 higher than that found in the 
reference. 

The drawings are objected to because Figures 2,3,4,6 and 7 all have movement 
arrows without a corresponding reference numeral. This movement is described in the 
specification but not given a specific reference numeral. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
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only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the brief 
description does not list Figures 8 and 9 as prior art. Also any description of those 
figures in the specification must describe them as prior art as they are well known. The 
new reference numerals for the directional arrows must also be incorporated into the 
specification. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 12-16 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
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which applicant regards as the invention. Regarding claim 12 the last paragraph in the 
claim is not clear. The removing member does not move to the holding portion, but 
rather moves relative to it. Also in paragraph 2 the protrusions are claimed as 
interfacing with the adhesive region. This is not in accordance with the earlier sections 
of the claim. Clarification is required. 

Regarding claim 13 it is not clear how this force is changed when only one pump 
is used to generate the vacuum. The valves as disclosed are not capable of variable 
pressure as they are only taught as being open or closed. Further the drawings do not 
correspond with this limitation as the portion of the tape above holes 34 would also be 
displaced much like that above holes 32 where a lower pressure is said to exist. 
Clarification is required. 

Response to Amendment 

The amendments to the claims filed on March 9, 2006 have been entered into 
the record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-16 and 18 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. While 
the prior art teaches devices with holding regions and a separate detaching region as 
claimed they do not teach reciprocation of the detachment device. Cheung et al. US 
2006/0090846 teaches a similar device but is not available as prior art based on the 
priority of the instant invention. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon, but considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure are listed on the attached PTO-892.
